Well, actually the Galaxy 2000+ worked. There were 10 6HF5's in parallel, 
and I'm pretty sure they were run from a filament transformer. The tank 
circuit was arranged as a capacitive divider network, but I can't recall the 
details. I do know that it was VERY narrowbanded on 10, requiring retuning 
for a very small frequency excursion. But then the "tank coil" was only 
about a 3" strip on 10M. It also had a negative feedback scheme to "reduce 
distortion." It would also put out 7O0OW on 80M, but only just about long 
enough for the wattmeter to settle. 


The best feature however, was that a full set of MATCHED finals was under 
$30. I bought a new set when I got it used, and they were still going 
strong when I traded it off six months later.

Fellow Anchorites, 

Anyone know what power source is needed for a Trionyx, model TR-1000, 
frequency counter. I picked it up at a hamfest a while back, but 
unfortunately no manual came with it. And I need to get this working to 
help me troubleshoot my R-390A's. 

Looking at the PC board most of the electrolytics are 10 WVDC. There is 
one 2200 ufd at 16 volts connected to the output side of 4 diodes that form 
a full wave bridge rectifier circuit. The leads from the input jack on the 
back of the TR-1000 connect to the AC input points on the FWB circuit. 

The battery compartment inside the R-1000 accepts 4 ea AA batteries that 
is suppose to provide 6 volts for portable use, but unfortunately, they are 
not powerful enough to operate it. 

I have tried feeding 6 volts DC to the power jack and the unit powers up 
and reads frequencies correctly. But I'm afraid that continuing to do that 
will damage the unit. 

I apologize for the long winded post, but from the above does it appear 
the TR-1000 is expecting 3-4 volts AC at its input jack? Or an higher AC 
voltage? Can anyone confirm this? Better yet, does anyone have a TR-1000 
manual they would be willing to sell me a copy of? 
thanks in advance for any help or ideas on this,

HI Mike - AEAR : 


I can assure you that the old Galaxy 2000 and 2000+ amplifiers worked 
very well. I no longer have my records of how many were built, but it 
was well over 2,000. There was even a "commercial" version that was 
fixed tuned on 4 channels which the factory sold to the Iowa State Guard 
and others. 


There was no problem neutralizing the set. The plate circuit was 
different and unique so that the higher plate capacity was not a limit 
on 10 meters. The one place where it made a difference was the final 
input impedance and shunt capacity - it made the amp take a full 100 
watts to drive it to full output on 10 Meters. And linearity was 
maintained with a unique circuit that automatically varied the grid bias 
at a voice rate . It was no trouble at all to get 2000 watts out on 10M 
and a lot more on the lower bands -assuming good tubes. 


The 10 tubes presented a little problem in matching --most hams tried to 
just replace ONE bad tube and, since it was new and had more gain, it 
would just take the bulk of the load and go flat soon. You simply had 
to replace them as a SET to avoid that problem -- but you know how we 
hams are -- why replace 10 when only one is bad??? 


<P.S. - Jack Lingeman WBODTH bought the factory test fixtures and now 
offers sets of 10 matched tubes> 


But replacing ten was the answer. Then the set was bout $49.00 -Now the 
fellows have no choice but to replace 1 or 2 tubes at $100.00+ each on 
most linears.

Hi Tom, 

I don't know anything about the Trionyx, but from your description I'd 
guess that you're underestimating the AC voltage requirements. My guess is 
that it takes about 9-12VAC at the input. 


If you trace the circuit past the 2200 uF filter capacitor, I'll bet you 
find a voltage regulator, most likely a 3-terminal regulator, like a 7805 
(5V type). I can't believe a frequency counter wouldn't use regulated voltage. 


If you have a variac, you could ramp up the input AC (using a filament xfmr 
to step down from 120VAC), and measure the DC voltage on the power supply 
pin of an IC. As you ramp up the AC, you'll see the DC voltage rise and 
then stabilize, once the voltage regulator comes alive. Increase the AC a 
little bit beyond that threshold to allow for line voltage fluctuations. 
That would be the amount to shoot for.

I have 4 homebrew modulators or would-be modulators that I want to sell. Two 
of these are 60 watt jobs. One looks to be 125 watt material and one is 
unbuilt (explained below). I also have a huge Gates Modulation Monitor to 
sell. 


Gates Modulation Monitor: This has no tag--just a glue spot where the tag 
used to be and I know nothing about it so I am on thin ice with this 
description. It is rackmount, about 10.5 inches high with 2 huge meters, 
CARRIER on the left and MODULATION PERCENT on the right. A small door in the 
middle lower front panel opens to expose the controls. But the whole front 
panel also folds down to reveal the innards. It uses miniature tubes and 
some are missing including one marked BALLAST.

Unbuilt HomeBrew modulator: The builder started a modulator. He mounted a 
60W stancor modulation transformer, 4 tube sockets and a driver transformer 
(also Stancor) on a 3.5" high rackmount chassis. He obviously intended that 
a meter would occupy the center of the panel but no meter is present, just 
the hole. Not many other holes. So you could finish it or use the 
transformers. Untested. As-is. $65 


Rackmount 125W Modulator. Nicely built 125W modulator using a pair of metal 
6L6's in the output. Very well done in every respect. On board power supply. 
Untested. As-is. $120 


3-Chassis 60W Modulator: Weird modulator design that comes down to 2 glass 
6L6's. Modulator on one small chassis, HV supply on another and more power 
supply on still a third. All 3 connected by a haywire wiring harness. 
Untested. As-is. $75 


5881 Modulator: This is on a single aluminum chassis about 8.5" x 11" with 


on board power supply. The output is 2 5881 tubes. Very cleanly built but 
certainly needs restored. This has some pre-amplification sections on the 
same chassis. Untested. As-is. $65
